FALL 2000 SEMESTER 

A. Complete ASSET Placement Test or bring a copy of ACT/SAT scores to the 
Counseling Center. If you have an ACT/SAT exemption (see test policy below), 
bring a copy of your scores to Holly Sexton, the Assessment Coordinator, in the 
Counseling Center located on the first floor of the Martin Campus. After com¬ 
pleting the test or sending your ACT/SAT scores, you will be assigned to a STAR 

day. 

B. Complete An Application for Admission. If you are a high school graduate, have 
your school send an official copy of your transcript to The Office of Admissions, 
9500 Old Greensboro Road, Tuscaloosa, AL 35405. If you have completed the 
GED Test, please bring a copy of your certificate and scores to the Office of 
Admissions on the Martin Campus. 

C. Attend your assigned STAR day. You will receive your assignment for a STAR 
day when you take the ASSET Placement Test. It is very important that you attend 
your assigned STAR day and that you arrive on time. During this assigned time, you 
will be advised and registered for Fall 2000 Semester. 

D. Pay your tuition. Payment is due the day you register. Space in each STAR day 
session is limited. If you cannot attend your assigned session, you will need to call 
(205)391-2232 at least three days in advance to reserve a space in the next avail¬ 
able session. You cannot attend a session without first reserving a space. 

Begin the admissions process as early as possible. To be assigned a STAR Day, complete 
the ASSET Placement Test or in the case of an ACT or SAT exemption, contact the 
Assessment Coordinator in the Counseling Center on or before August 1st for the Fall 
2000 Semester. If you begin the application process after these dates, you must register 
during in-person registration.

ASSET Placement Test 

ASSET Test Policy 

All entering students registering for more than three hours of credit or registering for 
courses requiring competencies must take the ASSET Placement Test prior to registra¬ 
tion. Placement test exemptions are given for students who have completed college 
level math or English courses, or students who have equivalent ACT/SAT scores. (See 
ACT/SAT Guide below) 


Students who have official ACT or SAT score reports on file with the Assessment 
Coordinator and who graduated within the last two years may be exempt from the 
ASSET Placement Test if they attain the following scores: 480 SAT .Verbal and 526 SAT 
math or 20 ACT English and 20 ACT math. Any student scoring 20 or higher on the 
English portion of the ACT or 480 on the Verbal portion of the SAT is not required to 
take the writing skills or reading skills portion of the ASSET placement test and auto¬ 
matically qualifies for English 101. Any student scoring 20 or higher on the math por¬ 
tion of the ACT or 526 on the math portion of the SAT is exempt from the Numerical 
Skills portion of the placement test and automatically qualifies for Math 100. If a stu¬ 
dent wishes a higher math placement, he or she must take the appropriate portion of the 
ASSET placement test. The student should consult a counselor to determine the prop- 
er math test.. 

It is the student’s responsibility to have ACT/SAT scores on file with the Assessment 
Coordinator and to receive a clearance slip prior to registration. The Assessment 
Coordinator is located in the Counseling Center on the first floor of the Martin Campus.
